According to first reports, on» 


of the casualties was a ranking 
member of the embassy, but it 
was not known how many others 
were wounded. The blast was 
heard throughout the city. 


Contacted inside the embassy 


shortly after the blast, Deputy 
Ambassador U. Alexis Johnson 
was asked if he was all right. 


He said, "Yes, but we have 


been hit. We will need some 
medical 
assistance."

Ray Light stressed that the pres- 
ent supply is sufficient for both 
industry and individual use, but 
pointed out that the continuing 
growth of the area supports the 
request for a study of potential 
water sources. 


Mr. Light further stated that 


he felt participation of the county 
was an obligation for any expan 
sion of the city's water supply, 
and said that a possible site for 
a new supply exists in the same 
general area as the city's two 
large impoundments. 


Police and Fire Commissioner 


William V. Keegan commented 
that (he water now flowing over 
the spillways of the two dams is 
"water that is needed in July 
and August."

Mayor Earl D. Chaney said the; 


city faces a possible problem in 
the growth of the area along old; 
Bedford Road and said should!

pace the contamination of the city 
water supply is a likelihood. This 
brought forth a reply from Com- 
missioner Light that "there is no 
contamination of the water, and 
the people should not be led to 
believe that they are not getting 
pure water."

Keeler. information officer of 
the Academy, announced that 
four more cadets met with the 
honor committee and accepted 
the committee's recommendation 
that (hey resign. These 
four 


were NOT directly involved hut 
they refused to turn in those 
who were.

emy has evidence 
to support 


these statements. Surely the ad- 
ministration of the Air Acad- 
emy could not — and would not 
-lie. 


In point of fact, the honor 


code of the Academy does not 
distinguish between the directly 
guilty and the man who refuses 
to fink on a friend. And I be- 
lieve the code should be re- 
written. 


I am opposed to a Gestapo 


philosophy in a free society. If 
our military elite countenances

informers, 


something is wrong either with 
the values we teach our chil- 
dren, or the values of the mili- 
tary.

It's public confession time again. Yes, the United 
States admits its allies have been using "benevo- 
lent incapacitators"—that's gas, man—in the 
fighting in South Viet Nam. 


Not only does the Pentagon confess to the 


practice, but Secretary of Defense McNamara 
admits to having done a little GS sniffing (GS is 
one of the three gasses being used) and reports 
tears but no permanent injury. 


But in spite of the military's frankness and

Dean Burch Bows Out 


When Dean Burch entered the big-time political 


picture in January of 1964 as Barry Goldwater's 
secretary in charge of scheduling, he was a casual, 
small-city lawyer from Tucson. .Ariz. But that was a 
long time ago as politics is reckoned. Now that Burch 
is about to turn over the office of chairman of the 
Republican National Committee to Ray Bliss of Ohio, 


"} he impresses one as a mature combination of political 


philosopher and operator, a person who has gained 
inestimably in stature because of the dignified way 
in which he has conducted himself since he was made 
to walk the plank for the supposed crime of "symboliz- 
ing" Goldwaturism. 


A lesser man would have sulked and goae 


about complaining of the 
injustice involved in 


being made a sacrificial goaL Instead of doing this. 
Dean Burch has used his last days as Republican 
national chairman to make it as easy as possible 
for his successor (o Lake over the helm of a united., 
party. Ray Bliss, it has been said, is a technician 
who does not recognize Ideologies save when they 
pose "problems." And Burch. as a man who was 
well on his way toward becoming a first-rate 
technician himself, has tried to leave Bliss with an 
absolute minimum of problems on the docket. 


The Burch speeches and magazine articles of the 


past three months have de-emphasized any ideology 
that might be interpreted as "extreme." In his speech 
in Baton Rouge, La., Burch rejected what he called the 
"slander" that the Goldwater victory in the states of 
the Deep South was a "one-shot" affair, dependent 
on racist passions for the scope of its success. Whether 
this analysis of the 1964 Republican victory in states 
like Alabama and Mississippi is good or bad won't be 
known until a few more elections have been held. But 
the important point is that Dean Burch hopes to build 
a permanent Republicanism in the South on a broad 
base of opposition to "centralist extremism" that will 
not preclude local respect for the right to vote as 
guaranteed by the Fifteenth Amendment. In taking this 
line in Baton Rouge Dean Burch was being as "undi- 
visive" as possible, the better for Ray Bliss's hopes of 
surmounting problems on both sides of the Mason- 
Dixon line. 


The "non-divisive" Burch has been uppermost in 


speeches and interviews recognizing that the "leader- 
ship of the Republican renaissance will be diversified." 
He hopes that "prefix Republicanism" is on its way 
out. He has praised Barry Goldwater, Everett Dirksen, 
George Romney. Charles Percy, and Robert Taff Jr. 
with fine impartiality. 


None of this would make Burch an exciting can- 


didate on his own. But it docs prove (he honesty of 
the man in his role as chairman of the technical 
aid committee that belongs to all Republicans, 
whether of the Rockefeller Left or the Goldwater 
Right. If he had been permitted to continue as 
chairman, he would have given as fair a tech- 
nician's performance as is expected from Ray Bliss, 
who has always dealt with "problems" on a prag- 
matic basis. 


j 
But if Dean Burch would have behaved as an honest 


broker had he been allowed to carry on in Washington 
headquarters, it doesn't mean he will be an "anything 
goes" candidate when as seems likely, he chooses to 
stand for an elective office in his home state of Arizona. 
Burch believes that the U.S. electorate as a whole is 
conservative, and cites a number of polls to show that 
from 74 to 90 percent of the people are for the "Repub- 
lican positions . . . on prosecuting the war in Vietnam, 
on school bussing, on reapportionment and trimming the 
powers of the Supreme Court, on prayers 
in the 


schools." He thinks the 1964 vote went for Lyndon John- 
son partly because everybody was so prosperous and 
partly because of the propaganda that Barry Goldwatcr 
might make a rash President. If Dean Burch should 
run for Congress or for Governor of Arizona, it would 
be as a non-rash conservative with principles of his 
own. Since Burch is not by temperament "merely a 
technician," fate probably did him a good turn when 
it pri«d him loose from the "purely technical" job of 
running the Republican National Committee.

NLRB Deprives Workers Of Secret Ballot 


WASHINGTON' - The National 


Labor Relations Board 
recently 


announced that, although the sign- 
ing of cards by workers authoriz- 
ing a union to represent them as 
collective-bargaining agent is leg- 
al, an employer "who believes 
that cards do not reflect the true 
choice of his employes" can get 
an election in which a secret 
ballot would be cast. But in a 
case just decided by the U. S. 
Court of Appeals for the Fifth 
Circuit, the labor board'was, in 
effect, rebuked for having inter- 
vened even when both sides had 
agreed upon a secret as bargain- 
ing agent on the basis of signed 
cards. 


The labor board had ruled that 


the cards, disturbed among the 
employes, 
were 
sufficient evi- 


dence of authorization despite the 
fact that there was considerable 
dispute as to whether the cards 
had been legally signed by a ma- 
jority of the employes. 


The opinion ot the court draws 


attention to the nature of the card 
that was distributed by the union. 
It contained a section designating 
the union as collective-bargain- 
ing agent, but at the bottom of 
the card there was a specific 
statement that the card was for 
use in support 
of a 
demand 


either for recognition from the 
company or "for an NLRB elec- 
tion." The employer said he did 
not believe that the union repre- 
sented a majority of the com- 
pany's employes 
and 
declined 


recognition until such time as it 
was certified by the National La- 
bor Relations Board. The court 
opinion says: 


"This was followed by a con- 


sent agreement 
signed by the 


respondent 
'company) and the 


charging union agreeing to two 
elections, one to be held with 
respect to each of the separate 
employing units. 


"Then, however, two days be- 


fore the date set for the election 
the charging union filed its un- 
fair labor charges with the board 
based on the refusal of the re-

spondent to recognize its bar- 
gaining status without an election. 
This, of course, aborted the elec- 
tion." 


The court pointed out that the 


board nevertheless had decided 
that the cards, which had been 
signed by a majority of the em- 
ployes, designated the union as 
bargaining agent. Testimony was 
presented that some had been 
signed under a misunderstanding 
as to the purpose of the card. 
One had been signed without the 
worker ever having seen it, since 
it was received by mail at his 
home and signed by his wife. 
Other employes understood that, 
by signing the card, they were 


merely seeking to obtain a secret- 
ballot election. The court said: 


"We think that in refusing to 


consider the subjective intent of 
the signer of the card, in light 
of the ambiguity on the face of 
the card, the board erred. . . . 


"It would be very simple for 


the union to prepare a card that 
in an unambiguous form would 
authorize union representation as 
a bargaining agent. If the union 
also wished to have cards signed 
to call an election this would 
also be a very simple matter.

STRINGENT RULES — Presi- 


dent Johnson has quietly laid 
down some stringent rules for

worker has been subjected to a 
complete FBI investigation. This 
includes not only those who exer- 
cise official authority: it covers 
everyone 
from

maids. As a means of checking 
on whether his orders are being 
obeyed, Johnson has asked every 
Cabinet officer and agency head 
to report directly to him if any

House staffer 
contacts 


them on a private matter. 


These unusual procedures stem 


directly from the extreme em- 
barrassment to Johnson and his 
administration that came from 
morals

concerning 


Waiter Jenkins, his former top 
aide, and ethical disclosures con- 
cerning former Senate majority 
secretary Bobby Baker. 


While these disclosures had nn

That's how "civil rights" 
are manipulated by tricky meth- 
ods in many parts of the country 
and given sanction by a federal 
government board. None of the

SAAS-FEE, Switzerland 


It's snowing on the Dom, which 


is the highest mountain in Switzer- 
land (16,000 feet, higher even than 
the Matterhorn) and snowing on 
the Fee glacier—how many towns 
do you know that have their very 
own glaciers?—and snowing, in 
fact, 
all over 
Saas-Fee itself, 


which perches 5,600 feet above 
sea level like a mountain goat. 


There's too much snowing for 


skiing, at least for my skiing. 
The young nuts from America — 
there's a whole busload of them 
here whooping down the moun- 
tain uttering their strange Ameri- 
can war cries — will go up the 
Langefluh today, and ski down 
from 
its 10,000 - foot s u m m i t

He 
is the 129th person I've heard 
credited with the invention of 
skis, but maybe he did at that. 
Saas-Fee is a mightly isolated 
town and they might have had to 
invent their own skis, not having 
heard that the Finns invented 
them much earlier and Neander- 
thal man even earlier than that.
